City-Wide Garbage Pick-Up 


May Be Voted 


Mayor Vern Whiteford told 
members of the East Jordan 
Businessmen’s Association Tues- 
day night that the city council 
is discussing the possibility of 


_setting up a city-wide garbage 


and trash pick-up program. 


The plan under discussion, the 
mayor said, is to establish cer- 
tain days each week when a city 
employed truck driver will make 
residential and business . district 
pick-ups. : 


It was thought that the city, 
would charge $1.00 per month 
for business district pickups and 
50c for residential. ‘ 

Mayor Whiteford said the 
council has not: taken a formal 
vote on the plan, but that he 
brought it up to the Business- 
men’s meeting to see how the 


: members felt about it. 


Chairman Donald Clark took 
a quick vote of members preseni. 
They voted 100 per cent in favor 
of the plan. 


* * * 


MAYOR - WHITEFORD said 
the plan would result in more 
orderly operations at the city 
dump, since it is planned to have 
a man there at all times to sup- 
ervise dumping. 

Also the plan would aid the 
fire department. Several times 
this past summer the department 
has been called to. the city dump 
when fire has gotten out of con- 
trol and threatened nearby 
woods. - 

It was said that nearby motels 
and cottages might enter the 
plan by contacting the man hired 
to make the pick-ups. However, 
those outside the city limits 
would have to make direct pay- 
ments to the truck driver. The 
plan calls for adding the city 
pick-up charges to either the 
property taxes or sewage tax. 


The mayor repeated the fact 
that the council has taken no 
action on the plan, but is at- 
tempting to find out how the re- 
sidents feel: about it. 


‘He said the council generally 
was in favor of the plan, which

To City Of East Jordan

There was a hot time at the 


old fire hall Monday night. A. 


potluck dinner, a movie, speech- 
es and appreciation awards help- 


. ed make history for the Hast 


Jordan Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment. 

The dinner for retiring fire- 
men brought stories of those 
“big fires” of years past and re- 
called times when the older men 
fought fire under the most dan- 
gerous conditions. 


The. young firemen paid tri- 
bute to the older more exper- 
ienced men, and the retiring fire- 
men returned their thanks and 
appreciation for the way the 
younger men are operating the 
department today. 


Men like Ed Kamradt, Louie 
Peterson and Merl Thompson, 
‘seasoned. firemen with many 
years of experience behind them, 
looked back on the “big ones” 
that not only ‘change the face of 
the city, but made history for 
East Jordan. 

Called to mind was the Can- 
ning Company fire, the Drenth 
fire, the school house fire and 
also the burning of the fire hall 
itself. 4 


ED KAMRADT and Gilbert 
Sturgell looked back on the old 
days and recalled how ill eq- 
uipped the department was to 
handle some of the big ones. 

“These young fellows have 
got the department in shape to- 
day,” Sturgell said. 

And then there was the most 
experienced man of all — the 
dean of East Jordan fire fighters, 
Gus: Anderson, “who Monday 


‘night received. tribute for his . 


more than 40 years as a volun- 
teer fireman. 


Louie Peterson, who has ser- 


_ved the city as a fireman for the 


last 22 years, looked around the 
table and said, “No one ever 
thought of anything like this un- 
tilt the young men took over the 
department.”

BIGGEST EVENT of the eve- 
ning was the presentation of 
1000 day clocks. They were han- 
ded out one by one to the six 
men who gave so much of their 
lives to the defense of East Jor- 
dan against fire. 

The clocks were presented by 
Sherman Thomas and went to 
the following men: Gus Ander- 
son, Ed Kamradt, Joe Nemecek, 
Meri Thompson, Gilbert Sturgell 
and Louie Peterson. : 

‘Chief Thomas recalled the 
long and unselfish service ren- 
dered the department by the late 
Mary Green, former telephone 
operator. She sounded the alarm 
and often spent much time in 
contacting individual firemen 
when necessary. 


Each retiring firemen wore a 
red plastic helmet and the place 
settings for the 
small red fire hydrants. 


In his address to the older 
firemen Chief Thomas extended 
the department’s thariks to the 
wives of the firemen. “They are 
the people who get us out of bed 
at night” he said.

Age 5 to 9 


If you have a child in the five 
to nine year age range, “right 
now” is an ideal time to see to 
it that he gets the new polio vac- 
cine, the Michigan Department 
of Health urged today. 

Dr. Albert E. Heustis, State 
Health Commissioner, said local | 
health departments have vaccine 
on hand for five .through nine 
year old youngsters, and based 
upon. local decision, the vaccine 
also may be given to youngsters 
in the one through fourteen age 
group and to pregnant women. 

While not enough vaccine is 
stocked to care for all in these 
groups, “large numbers should 
be vaccinated without delay,” 
Dr. Heustis said. He said the po- 
lio season is about over,” 


tection. against paralytic polio 
next year. 

“Your own family doctor can 
get vaccine from the local health 
department to immunize anyone 
in your family in the designated 
group,” Dr. Heustis said. “The 
vaccine is being supplied free, 
with the only cost the office 
charge made by the family physi- 
clan? 

The Commissioner termed re-

cine so far, “most encouraging 
both in Michigan and country- 
wide.”

That’s the conclusion of Ed 
Rebman, Charlevoix county ag- 
ricultural agent. He points out 
that feed makes up about half 
the cost.of producing milk.

central. Michigan dairy farms } 


which: showed that 50 per cent 
farms’ aJ)falfa-brome 
stands) rated excellent. That 
means 70 per cent. or more: 'e- 
gumes and few weeds. 

Yet only 25. to 30-percent of 
‘the hay harvested in this area 
was of excellent quality. Poor 
harvesting and storage methods 
were the reasons, according to 
Hoglund.
